The international application does not comply with the requirements of unity of invention because it does not relate to 
one invention or to a group of inventions so linked as to from a single general inventive concept.

conclusion the International Searching Authority has found that there are two inventions:

1. Claims 1-20, and 3 1-33 directed to a spectacle frame including front pieces having an upper and lower portion 
having notches formed within them. It is considered that the notches and a clip to engage into the notches comprises a 
first "special technical feature". 

2: Claims 21 to 30 directed to a spectacle temple piece having a slot and upper & lower pins. The attachment of the 
temple piece by compressing the slot so that the pins can engage in pin holes formed in fee spectacle frame is 
considered to comprise a second separate "special technical feature".
